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Notes 

Mr. Charles Henry Hawes has been 
offered and has accepted the position of Assistant 
Director of the Museum in place of Mr. Morris 
Carter, resigned. Mr. Hawes is a native of 
England and an M. A. of Cambridge University, 
where he was a student at Trinity College. 
Mr. Hawes has since been for some years Pro- 
fessor of Anthropology at Dartmouth College. 
He has travelled extensively in the East, and has 
published a volume of studies in oriental anthro- 
pology entitled " The Uttermost East," and in 
collaboration with his wife, formerly Miss Harriet 
Boyd of Boston, a volume describing researches in 
the Island of Crete, entitled " Crete, the Forerunner 
of Greece." Mr. Hawes entered upon his duties 
at the Museum in July. 

Mr. Edwin James Hipkiss has been offered 
and has accepted the position of Keeper in the 
Department of Western Art at the Museum, 
entering upon his duties in June. Mr. Hipkiss 
was trained as 2m architect and spent some lime 
in travel and study in Europe. He has since 
devoted himself especially to the study of Colonial 
art in this country, and it is hoped that additions to 
the Museum collections of early American work 
may give him special opportunities here in this 
direction in future. 

Dr. Malcolm Storer of Boston has been 
offered and has accepted the position of Honorary 
Keeper of Coins at the Museum. As a student 
of numismatics and a collector of coins Dr. Storer 
is well known in this community and elsewhere. 
Dr. Storer is at present Curator of Coins at the 
Massachusetts Historical Society and will continue 
to hold that position. 

The Fenway entrance to the Museum, 
which was closed at the outset of the war, has 
been reopened. 

The FORTY-THIRD ANNUAL EXHIBITION of the 
work of pupils of the School of the Museum was 
held at the School from June 3 through June 6. 

The Hemicycle about the stairway of the 
Evans Galleries is at present devoted to a loan 
exhibition of Colonial portraits by Copley, Stuart, 
Trumbull and Byfleld. A catalogue of the exhibit 
with a guide chart of the wall aids in identifying 
the subjects and artists.
